[For the Yeoman. 1 
General Crittenden. 

I have just observed with regret, in Thurs- 
day s issue of the Yeoman, a communication 
over the signature of "Young America." 
which might seem to carry with it some re- 
flections upon the character and soldierly 
qualifications of General Thomas L. Crit- 
tenden. I am entirely sure that nothing was 
further from the purpose of the writer; but 
his language, no doubt hastily written, might 
bear such a construction. If there is identi- 
fied with the Union party in Kentucky a sir.- 
glo prominent individual entitled to the re- 
gard and respectful consideration of Southern 
men, that person is Gen. Crittenden. I had 
hoped that whatever criticism might be di- 
rected against others, he. at least, would, in 
common justice and truth, be spared. Un- 
like most other members of the Union party, 
who readily yielded to the first pressure of 
outside influence or temptation* of interest 
or ambition, and from being anti-coercionists, 
suddenly became irrcpressiblo coercionists 
and war men, he resisted every appeal of in- 
terest, ambition, and even friendship and af- 
fection, and only consented to identify him- 
self with tho extremo men of his party and 
the war policy of tho Administration, wheD 
the authorities of bis State declared war 
against tho South, and called upon him, as its 
citizen and soldier, to draw his sword in its 
defense. Whatever others may think of the 
a :tion of the Legislature and the duty of obe- 
dience to it, as a true and authorized inter- 
pretation of the real feelings and wishes of 
the people, ho at least honestly believes that 
it correctly represents their will, and that it 
is his imperative duty to obey. Whether he 
is right or wrong in this, time alone can de- 
termine. But no one who knows tho high 
qualities of his noble and manly spirit, as 
docs tho writer of this communication, can 
doubt that he believes himself right. So 
much for his claims upon Southern men, for 
at least justice. Ai to his qualifications for 
his military position, I supposo that the of- 
ficers and soldiers of tho State Guard, who 
voluntarily elevated him to it in view of all 
the probable consequences and dangers to 
themselves, involved in the selection, were 
competent judges. Hut "Young America" 
is greatly mistaken as to tho extent of Gen. 
Crittenden's military experience. 

In addition to his having been on Gen. 
Taylor's staff, when on the line of the Rio 
Grande, for six or eight months, be was im- 
mediately thereafter appointed Lieutenant 
Colonel of the 4th regiment of Kentucky 
volunteers, and as such, served with his regi- 
ment with great credit and popularity on 
Gen. Scott's line for nearly a year. In truth, 
ho most of the time had the entire active 
command of the regiment, and was almost 
universally looked up to and regarded by 
tho officers and men of tho regiment with 
feelings of the utmost respect and confidence, 
both as an officer and gentlemon. Intending 
no disrespect to his co-officers in command, 
Col. Thompson and Maj. Breckinridge, truth 
compels mo to say that he was looked upon 
by every one connected with the regiment 
nnd line of operations as the actual head and 
spirit of the corps. I might also add that 
Gov. Magoffin's confidence in Gen. Crittenden 
was such that ho tendered him tho appoint- 
ment of Inspector General, after the resigna- 
tion of Gen. Buekner. But it was not my 
intention to enter into a defense of Gen. Crit- 
tenden's soldiers qualifications; ho needs none. 
I simply wished to state a few facts. 

If, in the course of this unhappy war, op- 
portunity offers, I doubt not Gen. Crittenden 
will demonstrate himself competent to dis- 
charge every duty required of him in his char- 
acter, both as soldier and gentleman. I differ 
widely, very widely, in opinion from General 
Crittenden in regard to the present unhappy 
troubles of our State, the causes that brought 
them about, and the duties they impose. But 
I know him to be inately imbued with the 
truth, honor, and generosity of tho true gen- 
tleman, and the courage, prudence, and judg- 
ment of the soldier, and I confidently look to 
the future for his vindication in both respects.

Acknowledging the Object— A Duped People. 

A late arrival from England brings an ad- 
dress from the authoress of Unctc Tom's Cabin 
to the Earl of Shaftsbury, the great patron of 
American Abolitionists.

She did her part 
well to produce dissolution. She now advo- 
cates a war of subjugation to produce emanci- 
pation. The people of the North are dancing 
to her fiddling. They will bo called on after 
awhile to foot the bill.

The Policy of England Toward tho United 
States Being Dovoloped. 

We published yesterday a notico of some 
remarks by a New York clergyman, on East 
Day. respectingthe feeling in England toward 
the United Stales. It takes no Demoeiat by 
surprise to learn of such a feeling. They 
warned the country years ago of w hat were 
the designs of the British Government toward 
that of the United States. From the time 
that the notorious English Abolitionist Thomp- 
son visited this country to the present time, 
England had but one object in view, in refer- 
ence to us, and that was to produce the dissolu- 
tion of the Union. 

The clergyman referred to was the Rev. 
Mr. Newman, who has lately returned from 
Europe. On his way home ho stopped in 
England and watched closely tho feeling 
there in regard to the United States. He 
s:iy< : 

"First, the noblemen or lords of the land 
arc not in sympathy with the North, but are 
saying and doing every thing they can against 
us. The Earl of Shaftsbury stated to me 
very explicitly that the policy of England 
was not to allow the existence of any ovcr- 
hadowing government.

You have said their sentiments are your sen- 
timents, and you have pledged yourselves to 
the maintenance of their principles. Go 
home, then, gentlemen, and proclaim them; 
cause them to sink deep into the boarts of 
your constituents, and you will have robbed 
this war of half its horrors. You have assured 
against the stiletto of tho brigand, and you 
have transferred the scene of carnage from 
the domestic hearth-stones to the batte-fleld. 

The order I am about to pronounce contem- 
plates only a temporary separation. May 
God in His merciful providence so order it. 

With my kindest regard for each of you. 
and my sincere wish for your safe return to 
your homes, by direction of your resolution 
and virtue of my office, I pronounce you ad- 
journed until the first Wednesday after the 
4th Monday of October next. I bid you fare- 
well.

Bloody Battles. 

One would suppose that with tho late im- 
provements in arms and projectiles — liflegaM 
and Minnie balls — the carnage of battles 
now-a-days would be much greater than of 
those of the olden time.

At the battle of 
Aghrim, Will, forty-five thousand men were 
engaged. The fight lasted less than three 
hours, and eight thousand men were killed. 

At the battle of Landen, 1693, about one 
hundred and twenty thousand troops were en- 
gaged — 59,600 under William, of Orange and 
70.000 under Luxemburg. The fight began 
at 8 o'clock in the morning and ended at 4 
in the afternoon. Twenty thousand men 
were killed. Macauley says: "Tho next 
summer the soil, fertilized by twenty thou- 
sand corpses, broke forth into millions of pop- 
pics. The traveller who. in the road from 
Saint Tron to Tirlemont, saw that vast sheet 
of rich scarlet spreading from Landen to 
Neerwinden, could hardly help fancying that 
the figurative prediction of the Hebrew 
prophet was literally accomplished, that the 
earth were disclosing her blood, and refus- 
ing to cover the slain."

President Davis has appointed Brigadier 
General Braxton Bragg a full General, the 
highest rank in the Confederate army. 

A gentleman of eminence and entirely re- 
liable, direct from Richmond, Va.. states that 
ex-Governor E. Lewis Lowe, of Maryland, 
made his escape to Richmond, nnd states, as a 
matter of fact, that Gen. McClellan had had 
400 mutineers marched out into line and all 
shot down. 

The Richmond Examiner learns that Mr. 
Isaac Davenport, of tho firm of I. it G. B. 
Davenport, of that city, who owed $li>,000 to 
Northern creditors, on being made acquainted 
with the provisions of tho act of sequestra- 
tion passed by the Confederate Congress, pro- 
ceeded immediatly to the offico of Thomas T. 
Giles, Commissioner under said act, and gave 
his check for the amount. 

Lincoln county is tho banner county of 
Tennessee. She has already one thousand 
soldiers in the service of the Southern Con- 
federacy, and seven more companies are now 
organizing. 

The merchants of Nashville have agreed 
to receive Treasury Notes at par for goods or 
debts due them. 

Gen. Hardee's command has fallen back to 
Pitman's Kerry, on the Arkansas line. 

On Saturday, Mr. J. Brock, the well known 
baker, shipped to Columbus thirty thous- 
and pounds of bread, intended for the use of 
the army. 



Insubordination in tho Thirty-Seventh Now 
York Regiment. 

Some of the New York Regiments have 
behaved very badly ever since the war com- 
menced. They have been rowdyish, insubor- 
dinate, if not cowardly. The Washington 
Star says : 

"The New York Thirty-seventh ltegiment 
was in occupancy of the hill — at least such 
portion of the regiment as was not straggling 
around the neighborhood committing depreda- 
tions. The deeds of this regiment (formerly 
McCunn'sl done on yesterday will doubtless 
receive an investigation at the hands of Gen- 
eral McClellan. They were certainly of the 
most disgraceful character. Several dwellings, 
with barns and outhouses, were set on fire and 
wholly consumed. Among these was the 
house and barn of Rev. Mr. Lipscomb. 
Valuable furniture, pianos, large mirrors, 
feather beds, &c, were destroyed wantonly, 
and in one instance the officer of a cavalry 
regiment was so much incensed by these out- 
rageous acts of vandalism that he compelled 
the miscreants to suspend their villainous 
work at the point of the pistol. 

"This (Thirty-seventh) regiment will need 
some active discipline to make it any credit 
to the service. On yesterday Lieutenant-( .1- 
ohel Burke found it necessary toshoot private 
William Moran through the head for insub- 
ordination. The men of the regiment were 
murmuring their discontent at this prompt 
punishment into the ear of every visitor, and 
were not at all loth to use such phrases as that 
'poor Moran was murdered for doing noth- 
ing at all.' " 



Later from Texas. 

The Marshall Republican announces the 
arrival there of Judge Ochiltree; Gen. Rog- 
ers and Mr. Crump were with him. Gelt. 
Rogers has a commission to raise a regiment 
of infantry, and Mr. Crump a battalion of 
horse for service in Missouri. 

In Brazoria the Confederate loan, on the 
13th, amounted in cotton, sugar, corn, cash, 
and beeves, to about S200.000. In and near 
Channel Hill the planters have subscribed 
1,017 bales of cotton to the Confederate loan. 

A vessel with 1,000 bushels salt from La- 
guna arrived in the mouth of the Brazos river 
the other day, whence the cargo was taken up 
to Richmond, and thence by railroad to Hous- 
ton. 

Gov. Clark appeals to the citizens to organ- 
ize county committees or societies for the pur- 
pose of furnishing blankets and winter cloth- 
ing to the soldiers in the field. 

The San Antonio Ledger mentions the ar- 
rival of dipt. Ridley and his Californians, en 
routo for Richmond. 

F. Henderson, of Navarro, has 
gone to join McCullough. 

Dr. Albert Hunt, of Washington county, 
had been killed by J. B. Lockridge. • The 
latter has escaped. 

A large quantity of salt, equal to the best 
Turk's Island, has been received in Houston 
Texas, from tiie Laguna Madre, near Corpus 
Christi. 

A prize schooner was captured near Gal- 
veston, Texas, about ten days since, contain- 
ing, among other things, two hundred sacks 
of coffee and 150,000 cigars.

the Earl, 'you will come over here and dic- 
tate to us, which contingency we must and 
will, if possible, avoid. ' The second class 
are the English Abolitionists, who oppose us 
because we will not make the abolition of 
slavery an issue of this war. The Earl of 
Shaftsbury said to me: 'If you will eman- 
i cipateall the slaves, we will sympathize with 
you. r " 

The policy of England has been to sow dis- 
sensions betveeq the North and the South on 
the slavery question. We were getting to be 
too powerful. The Earl of Shaftsbury staled 
to Mr. Newman that " the policy of England 
was not to allow the existence of any over- 
shadowing government, " and to accomplish 
that the Almlition element was fomented and 
encouraged. The Harriet lieecher Stowes, 
the Charles Sumner*, and that class, were pet- 
ted and dined and praised. The Abolitionists 
were to be made the tools, by the aristocracy 
and Government of England, to weaken our 
power by dividing us. Having succeeded, 
they now openly proclaim their purpose and 
its object. The London Economist admits 
that England has no desire to see the Con- 
federates subdued — that her interest is the 
reverse. 

Another thing is apparent. The English 
noblemen care nothing about emancipation in 
comparison with disunion. The Earl of 
Shaftsbury has been the great patron of Abo- 
litionism in this country, and one. to whose 
opinions on slavery the Abolitionists here al- 
ways paid the greatest deference. He wants 
the Union sundered, however, more than he 
wants the slaves emancipated. He believes 
that dissolution of the Union will finally pro- 
duce emancipation. To bring about a Separa- 
tion of the North and the South would, in his 
I opinion, be killing two birds with one stone. 
Dissolution would break our power nnd leave 
England the master government of the world; 
I while it would, in the end, destroy slavery. 
Such is his opinion. We may, therefore, set 
down the Government of England as our 
enemy. She has played well her part to 
destroy our power. She early discovered 
whore the blow could be effectually struck, 
and she gave it. We are now tottering un- 
der it. — Cin. Eng., Oct. 4th. 

Matters at Lexington. 

Dr. White, A-sistant Surgeon of the Irish 
Brigade, (Col. Mulligan,) has called to correct 
a statement of our Jefferson City correspond- 
ent. Surgeon White says the correspondent 
was misinformed about tiie former s statement 
as to tho wounded at Lex mgfeev, None of 
the wounded died from thirst after the sur- 
render, so far as he knew — nor suffered in 
any degree from it. Mr. White became ac- 
quainted with Dr. G. W. Taylor, surgeon in 
Rains' division, who treated him very courte- 
ously, and ott'erod him medicines. Col. Mc- 
Lline, Adjutant of the same command, pro- 
cured spirits for the use of the wounded. The 
treatment he received from Gen. Price was 
civil, and so far as he could sec, he is disposed 
to believe that tho captured command had no 
reason to complain of the usage they met 
with. 

Mr. White left Lexington on Monday, and' 
says that just before ho left he heard of a re- 
port made bv Col. Sncad, Adjutant General, 
stating that Price s regular force was 22,00(1. 
His irregular forco was considerable. But 
individuals and squads were constantly going' 
and coming, so that the numbers were never 
any two days alike. 

Surgeon White savs that the wounded Fed- 
erals are in the hands of Dr. \\einor, an ex- 
cellent surgeon, who will bestow on them all 
the care and treat them with all the skill 
w hich their friends can desire. He also speaks 
of good medical services rendered by Capt. 
Moiiarty. • 

He wishes also to express the general opin- 
ion of those present at Lexington of tho 
bravery and gallant bearing of Col. Mulligan, 
and of the g<xxl conduct shown by Lieut. Col. 
t>uirk and Major Moore, who distinguished 
themselves by their courage and intrepidity. 

Petty Repudiation. 

We received yesterday, through the Post- 
office, a parcel of letters, eighteen of which 
had the old postage threo cent stamp on them, 
lint which wero repudiated by tho Postmaster 
here, and we were charged the full postage on 
each letter. Wo regard such action oil the 
part of the Government as disreputable. 
These stamps were issued by the Government, 
and were received by the people on the faith 
that they would not be repudiated. The peo- 
ple paid their money to the Government for 
the-e stamps, and the Government can as well 
repudiate its Treasury Notes as it can repu- 
diate tl.cse stamps. It is as immoral and as 
disreputable to do the one as the other.

"In fact, more outrages have been perpetrated 
upon individual liberty in the Northern 
States than even King Bomba attempted to 
commit in Naples.'' And the London Econ- 
omist remarks in reference to the Northern 
States, that "liberty is far more likelv to be 

i promoted by their defeat than their victory. '

Large tracts of land have been com- 
pletely covered with water, in some instances, 
great quantities of turf have been destroyed, 
and serious fears are entertained of another 
famine, only less disastrous to human life 
than that which shocked the world twelve or 
thirteen years, ago.

purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, culling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 3. That the Governor be, nnd he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, neeessarv and 
proner for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous In the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this aot, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the Suite forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm'of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also. That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the huise, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

t) 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

$ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended ami conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; nnd such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, ltiiiO ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the K'lh, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. 'I'he troops raised under this net shall be 
organized into souadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each sipiadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws.

Highly Impomnt Document. 

During the past month the country hns been 
disturbed by the unfriendly relations that 



have sprung up suddenly between Major- 
General Fremont, Commander of the West- 
ern Division of the Army, and Colonel Frank 
P. Blair, jr., of the First Regiment Missouri 
Volunteers, (light artillery.) The letter of 
Colonel Blair to Judge Blair, his brother, and 
Postmaster General, was immediately brought 
beforo the President and the Cabinet, and a 
vigorous discussion ensued for the removal of 
General Fremont, but resulted in tho post- 
ponement of such a decision for the present, 
the Presidont and a majority of tho Cabiuet j to ^E*j2,"V 
being unqualifiedly adverse to the removal. 

Mrs. Fremont, who was in "Washington at 
the time, received information of Colonel 
Blair's attack on General Fremont, and im- 
mediately wrote to the President, requesting 
a copy of Colonel B.'s letter. The President 
declined to furnish Colonel Blair's letter, and 
in tho same letter disclaimed any hostility to 
the General, or that any impression had been 
made on his mind against the honor or integ- 
rity of General Fremont. General Fremont 
then telegraphed tho President, requesting a 
copv of Colonel Blair's letter, and through 
Judge Montgomery Blair, the letter of the 
Colonel was forwarded to General Fremont, 
accompanied with a request that the Colonel 
should be released from arrest. The otfer of 
release was extended to Colonel Blair, at the 
request of tho Postmaster General ; but the 
Colonel declined the oft'er, and is now at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, awaiting the examination 
before a Court Martial. Tho charges and 
specifications by General Fremont, with all 
the correspondenco accompanying, we give 
below: 

Fikst Ciiaroe — Conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 

Specification — That said Colonel Frank P. 
Blair, while, acting as Colonel of the First 
Regiment Missouri Light Artillery, then in 
tho service of the United States, and in the 
Western Department thereof, did, at the city 
of St. Louis, in the State of Missouri, on di- 
vers occasions, between the 1st and 20lh day 
of September, 1861, speak of and concerning 
Major-General J. C. Fremont, who was then 
the Commanding General of said Department, 
in terms unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, assailing bis personal and official char- 
acter, charging him with inability and inef- 
ficiency; that said Blair used his position as a 
member of the military household of the 
Commanding General to give weight to his 
assaults. 

Second Specification — That said Col. Blair 
made secret charges against his said Com- 
manding General, in a letter which he wrote 
on the first day of September. 18(11, to hi» 
brother, Montgomery Blair, Postmaster Gen- 
eral of the United States, one of the Presi- 
dent's Cabinet officers, wherein he sought to 
effectuate the removal of said Commanding 
General. Said charges were made, not to the 
Secretary of War or the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army, but to the Postmaster General, 
his brother; thus using his family relations 
with the Cabinet to get secret, insidious, un- 
sustained, and ungentle-manly charges against 
said Commanding General before the Presi- 
dent of the United States, his purpose being 
to have appointed, without consultation with 
the military authorities, a commissioner to in- 
vestigate the affairs and management of said 
Western Department, to be directed by, and 
to consist in part, of the brother of said Col. 
Blair, the accuser. 

The said vexatious and harrassing proceed- 
ings were calculated to, and did in part dis- 
turb the Presidents confidence in said Com- 
manding General and the administration of 
tho affairs of said Western Department. 

That said Col. Blair's course also impaired 
and paralyzed the efficiency of said Military 
Department. 

Third Specification — That said Col. Blair 
wrote said letters to his brother, Montgomery 
Blair, for the purpose of cti'ecting the removal ' 
of his said Commanding General, without 
affording him an opportunity of defense. 

C 11 a kg K Second — That said Col. Frank P. 
Blair, while acting as the Colonel of the First 
Regiment, Missouri Light Artillery, while in 
the service of the Army of the United States, 
and in the "Western Department thereof, 
wrote, and carried, to be published over his 
own signature, in the Missouri Democrat, an 
article on the subject of said Blair's arrest to 
answer the charges herein preferred against 
him, in which article occurs the following 
language, viz: ''I assure you [meaning the 
editors of said newspaper], whether yon be- 
lieve me or not, that I do not even shrink 
from the pompous threats which appear in 



from Gen. Fremont on yesterday, and not 
hearing from you during the day, I sent the 
answer to him by mail. 

It is not exactly correct, ns you say you 
were told by the elder Mr. Blair, to say that 
I sent Postmaster-General Blair to St. Louis 
to examine into that Department and report. 
Postmaster-General Blairdid go, with my ap- 
probation, to see and converse with Gini'tal 
Fremont as a friend. I do not feel author- 
ized to furnish you with copies of letters in 
my possession, without the consent of the 
writers, 

No impression has been made on my mind 
against the honor or integrity of Gen. Fre- 
mont, and I now enter my protest against 
being understood as acting in any hostility

She was 
dispatched by Col. Hawkins with clothing, 
ammunition, provisions, &c, to Chickomaco- 
mic, for tho supplies of the troops recently 
stationed there. After the news of the cap- 
ture of the Fanny was received at Hatteras, 
Col. Hawkins called upon the commanding 
naval officers in these waters for a force to go 
to the relief of the troops. An armed expedi- 
tion was fitted out, which sailed on the morn- 
ing of the 3d inst., but nothing had been 
heard from it at 0 o'clock that evening, when 
information wns last received from that quar- 
ter. Tho statement of the master of the 
Fanny, dated Hatteras Inlet, Oct. 1st, says: 

'•1 left in the steamer Fanny at six o'clock 
A. M., for Chickamacomic or Loggerhead In- 
let, arriving there at 1. P. M. We anchored 
in about eight feet of water, and waited there 2J 
hours before wcgot communication from shore. 
They then fetched a flat-boat off and loaded 
her with an assorted cargo of stores, tents, 
&c. When tho boat had shoved off and got 
about two-thirds of the way to shore, we saw 
a steamboat to westward about 4 P. M., which 
proved to bo one of the enemy. She was 
standing to cut off our retreat, and in a short 
time two more appeared, steering directly for 
us. The first one then stood in and com- 
menced firing upon ns, and as soon as the 
others came up they did the same. We re- 
turned the fire with nine shots, striking one 
of the boats in the bow; then Captain Hart, 
of the 20th Indiana regiment, suggested to us 
to surrender, saying that it was no use fight- 
ing against such odds, and requested us to 
hoist the white flag. Tho mate of the boat 
and a few soldiers, turned to and threw over- 
board some thirty cases of ammunition, and 
Captain Hart forbid them to throw any more 
overboard.

What was his in- 
dignation, then, when he was on the field, 
personally, superintending the movements of 
the forces, to see the signa's from Washing- 
ton, requiring the troops to remain in camp. 
The rebels had discovered the signals before 
he did, and although ho redoubled his efforts 
to hasten the departure of the troops, the 
rebels had got beyond his reach when he ar- 
rived at their entrenchments. 

Washington, Oct. 6. 

The Navy Department has received a let- 
ter from commander Scott, of the Keystone 
State, dated Aspinwall, Sept. 25, in which he 
states he has been cruising on the coast of 
Yucatan, but obtained no information either 
of tho Suinpter or her prizes. He wns alike 
unsuccessful in the vicinity of the Isle of 
Hins and Cienfuegos. The Sumpter, it was 
said, endeavored to procure coal at Dcmarara 
and Cayenne, and was refused. Tho mer- 
chants of Parambo likewise declined to furnish 
her coal, but it was finally obtained from a 
Scotchman. Commander Scott says Captain 
Simmes is aware that our vessels are in search 
of him, and that therefore he will not again 
appear in tho West Indies. 

The fact is ascertained that the Sumpter has 
taken several prizes under the British flag, 
and decoyed others under hor guns with 
Union colors. This should serve as a warn- 
ing to United States merchantmen. 

The Ahby Bradford, captured off Puerto 
Cabelo, in July, is the last prize taken by the 
Sumpter, the crew of which number 64 men, 
in a disorganized condition, several of whom 
have escaped and will bo sent home.

St. Louis, Oct. 5.

Colonel 
Blair was arrested a second time for writing 
a letter which he addressed to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Thomas after he was released by Fre- 
mont, and because he declined to resume his 
sword and take command of his regiment 
then on march to the battle-field when order- 
ed by his commander. Gen. Scott's release 
of Col. Blair is understood to be peremptory 
until such time as charges are made against 
him. 

Capt. McKeever, Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral of this Department, has received a dis- 
patch from General Fremont, stating that tho 
charges and specifications against Col. Blair, 
published in the Democrat yesterday morn- 
ing, received publicity without his knowledge 
or sanction, that he has telegraphed the Pres- 
ident [and General Scott that the act meets 
his unqualified disapproval, and requesting 
Capt. McKeever to investigate the violation 
of his confidence and interference with his 



papers, so that tho perpetrators mav be in- 
stantly proceeded against and punished. 

St. Louis, Oct. 6. 

News has reached here that about two weeks 
ago, John Ross, Chief of the Cherokee Na- 
tion, had called by proclamation 8,000 Cher- 
okces around him and declared for the Union. 
Read, an influential half-breed and lender of 
the secession party, had raised the standard of 
revolt, and had a skirmish near Talcquah 
with Ross' body guard, in which the latter 
was victorious. This conflicts with the recent- 
ly published accounts from the Nation, but 
an active government scout thoroughly ac- 
quainted with matters in the southwest, pro- 
nounces it reliable. One hundred of the sol-

Hoosier Economy. — Our readers will re- 
member a murder case that occurred some 
months ago near the State line of Indianannd 
Lake county. A man and his wife, living in 
the town of Bloom, in this county, went to the 
little village of Dyer, in Lake county, Indiana, 
just across the State line, where both of them 
got gloriously drunk. On their way home, 
the wife, finding the husband too drunk to 
walk, beat him with a fence stuke so that he 
died the next day. Tho deed was committed 
on the Indiana side of the State line, but 
the man died on the Illinois side. The 
woman was arrested and brought to Chicago; 
but our courts decided that they could not 
take jurisdiction, and tho woman wns sent 
back to Indiana. The grand jury of Lake 
county, in that State, refused to iind a bill 
against her on account of the costs, and the 
woman was set at liberty. She came to Chi- 
cago yesterday in quest of some articles of 
clothing taken from tho body of her lato hus- 
band by Coroner James. The articles, of 
course, were given to her. — Chicago Post. 



Foreign Demand for Breadstuff's. 

Recent advices by the steamers Persia and 
Saxonia confirm earlier ones from Europe in 
regard to the deficiency of the corn crop. 
Former reports represented short crops in 
Great Britain. France, Germany, Italy, and 
Portugal. Spain, Holland, and Belgium arc- 
now added to the list, while it seems to be 
confirmed that the potato product in Ireland 
is unusually small. The Mark Lane Express 
of September 9th, says that "all the country 
wheat markets, in England, have shown an 
upward movement, but without generally 
coming up to the rise in London." It rep"- 
sents wheat as two shillings perquarter dearer 
at Edinburg, whilo the market for wheat 
and good old corn has improved in Ireland. 
At Santnnder, throughout Castile, in Alli- 
cante and Barcelona, prices for wheat are high- 
er, but firm at Seville. In Belgium there are 
"upward prices." and in Holland an "upward 
movement.'' The wheat trade is brisk at 
Cologne. "At Dantzic, Stctten, and Konis- 
berg, there was a rise in wheat of full two 
shillings sterling per quarter." In short, 
there seems to be a general deficiency and ac- 
tivity in breadstuff's throughout Europe. 

The effect of this state of affairs upon the 
American markets cannot be mistaken. If 
our people keep their heads cool, and do not 
rush oft" affr speculative fortunes, they will 
be blessed with a large influx of foreign mon- 
ey during tho next few months. The only 
danger in view of these flattering accounts is 
excitement and inflation. Let that bo guard- 
ed against, and we shall do well.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land, 1 think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make the same promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be ohedient to all the require- 
ments thereof, to the end that the hu 
mano and noblo purposes of tho Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows: 

Resolution* providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* of this Commonwealth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever hns been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all; 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in the meantime, 
should act in harmony, and bo at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war. they will as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 
Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to tho civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of tho land, that all good citi- 
zens however they mavditt'er in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, <Jf life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before fhe courts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, the Representatives of 
the present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earnestly recommend a 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky."
